RESPONSE TO RESTRICTION REQUIREMENT 

The following is in response to the Office Action mailed November 20, 2000, in 
the above referenced application. 



Claims 1-19 are pending in the present application, which claims are subject to 
a restriction requirement. Specifically, restriction to one of the following inventions is 
required: 

I. Claims 1-19, drawn to compounds, compositions and 
methods of use where A is O or S, classified in class 540, 
subclass 544 et seq. 

II. Claims 1-8, 10-15, and 19, drawn to compounds, 
compositions and methods of use where A is CH2, classified 
in class 540, subclass 576 et seq. 

III. Group III: Claims 1-7 and 10-14, drawn to compounds, 
compositions and methods of use where A is N, classified in 
class 540, subclass 553 et seq. 
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In response, Applicants hereby elect Group 1, i.e. Claims 1-19, drawn to 
compounds, compositions and methods of use where A is O or S, classified in class 
540, subclass 544 et seq., with traverse. 



Applicants respectfully submit that a search of Groups II, II and III would not 
unduly burden the Office (MPEP-803), particularly since each of the three groups is 
drawn to compounds, compositions and methods of use, classified in a common class 
(class 540). Applicants respectfully submit that, since a comprehensive search would 
involve consideration of the subject matter of all three groups, for efficiency, all three 
groups could be prosecuted at the same time. 

In view of the above, Applicants respectfully request reconsideration and 
withdrawal of the Restriction Requirement. In the event that the Office does not 
withdraw the Restriction Requirement, Applicants respectfully request rejoinder of the 
claims following the search.
